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IS THE SKY THE LIMIT? 

According to reliable reports from Washing- 
ton, the New Deal, to facilitate its spending 
program, will ask congress to set aside the 
present national “debt ceiling” erected in 1917. 
At that time it was felt a top-heavy national 
debt was more to be feared than high taxes; 
that it was best to meet, to as great an extent 
as possible, the tremendous cost of the war out 
of current taxes. Consequently, $45,000,000,000 
was set as the debt limit. 

President Roosevelt pointed out in his recent 
budget message that this limit would be reach- 
ed within $500,000,000 by the end of the fiscal 
year 1940. The new ceiling would be set at 
$80,000,000,000! 

The request for raising the roof will, wisely, 
not be sent to congress, according to reports, 
until such controversial subjects as relief, na- 
tional defense and the regular appropriations 
have been disposed of. Measured, however, by 
the treatment given the White House relief 
recommendations—reduced $150,000,000 by the 
house of representatives—vigorous opposition 
to the proposal to raise the national debt limit 
by almost 100 per cent is to be expected. 

The cut in relief appropriations undoubtedly 
reflects the sentiment of a majority of the peo- 
ple as expressed in the Gallup poll of January 
6. To the question: “Do you think the ‘fed- 
eral government is spending too much, too lit- 
tle or about the right amount of money at this 
time?” 61 per cent replied “too much.” In 1934 
a similar poll indicated only 40 per cent thought 
too much money was being spent.

MORE OIL FROM COTTONSEED 

Experiments recently conducted in the lab- 
oratories of the University of Tennessee indicate 
the probability of increasing the yield of cotton- 
seed oil in the south up to 45,000,000 pounds an- 
nually. A new automatic steam pressure cook- 
er, a conditioner for seed of abnormal dryness 
and a hydraulic plate, with enlarged drainage 
capacity, are expected to increase production 
per ton of seed. 


“Due to better control conditions over cook- 
ing,” reads a bulletin from the Engineering 
Foundation of New York, “it has been possible 
to obtain at least 10 pounds more oil per ton 
of seed than the best experience using conven- 
tional equipment. At today’s values this de- 
velopment is worth $3,150,000 annually in the 
value of oil, without evaluating efficient opera- 
tions.” 


The oil is utilized in the manufacture of over 
50 products. Linters, the tiny tufts left cling- 
ing to the seed after the spinnable cotton has 
been removed, are converted into dozens of 
manufactured products. Cottonseed hulls are 
utilized as feed for cattle and in the manufac- 
ture of paper. 


Cottonseed meal, which is ground cottonseed 
cake—a residue after the oil has been pressed 
out—is one of the most important products to 
the south. It is used as a fertilizer, returning 
to the soil the very substances which the grow- 
ing cotton removes, as well as providing prob- 
ably the most important item of feed in the 
development of cattle raising, a fast growing 
southern farm industry. 


Thé last year for which complete figures are 
available the value of cottonseed oil, cake, meal, 
hulls and linters came to $229,183,000—slightly 
less than one-third of the value of the cotton 
for that year. The value of the oil approximat- 
ed $123,000,000; the value of cake and meal 
$66,000,000. 


The industry comprises some 525 crushing 
plants throughout the cotton belt, representing 
an investment in utilities of approximately $67,- 
000,000. It is, therefore, not to be looked upon 
merely as incidental to cotton. It is a thing 
unto itself—strong, virile, expansive—vital to 
the south both industrially and agriculturally. 
It is hoped that technical improvements in 
manufacturing methods, which mean increased 
wealth to the south, will continue to be de- 
veloped.

There were enough 
people wanting good roads to drive the mud from the highways, 
There were enough people wanting hog cholera eliminated that the 
service was supplied. There were so many people demanding edu- 
cation that at least every county has a school and a guaranteed 
seven months’ term. 

Not enough people seem enough interested in those who die 
the slow death from cancer; in the hundreds who suffer from tuber- 
culosis; not enough are concerned with the ravages of syphilis; not 
enough people are aware of the stunning number of people who 
suffer from the unnecessary and easily eliminated diseases of. ma- 
laria, hookworm and pellagra. 


There is a proverb which says: “Health is not valued ’til sick- 
ness comes,” 


Public health may be purchased as may eggs or bacon. 
commodity. 

The well people, worried with business; concerned with their 
own troubles; harassed by their own particular obstacles, cannot 
be aroused about those who are sick. 


The sick cannot initiate or lead health campaigns. They are 
hidden in hospitals or in homes. They are not as obvious as a muddy 
road or a car in the ditch. 


A MUD HOLE GETS ACTION Your honest citizen, driving his 

car along a muddy road and 
slipping from it into the ditch, will arouse an entire community; 
will lead delegations to the Governor; will harass and annoy the 
Highway Department and get something done. 


He is not greatly concerned that his cook may have syphilis; 
that conditions in his community make it possible to spread ma- 
laria; that people within two miles or less of his home suffer from 
hookworm and pellagra. 

A bad place in the road can cause more public indignation than 
can the fact there are no funds with which to treat poor people 
suffering from cancer. 


A speed law and its enforcement assumes more importance in 
the public mind than does the fact Georgia is near the bottom of 
the ladder in public health. 


A speed law can bring about public action; can create opinion; 
can fill the courts and the public places with loud cries of anguish 
and approval. 

The ubiquitous and cruel cancer continues its slow death; grown- 
ups and children grow listless and dull with hookworm; pellagra 
goes into the shacks of farm and slum and begins to redden the 
skin of the hands and arms, flinging its banner for all to see the 
victims have had not enough fresh vegetables or meat. 


Only a few really care about it. The mud holes get filled: the 
roads are paved; the traffic conditions are assisted; the speed laws 
are regulated to public opinion. Public health receives relatively 
little attention. 


CRIPPLED CHILDREN A most vicious effort, unfair and ut- 

terly without foundation, is being 
made to discredit the campaign for cripples by saying that all the 
money collected for the infantile paralysis campaign has not been 
employed to put charity patients in hospitals. Certainly it hasn't. 


It was never so intended. It was never so announced. Part of 
the money goes to the most important feature of all—research which 
seeks to find the cause and prevention of. the disease. It is not 
necessary nor practical to bring all the patients to Warm Springs. 
The water in the springs has positively no curative value. It merely 
is of a temperature which permits patients to exercise in it for long 
periods. Infantile paralysis may be, and is, treated in any section 
of the country. 


The very worst thing which could happen would be to take all 
the money and spend it on those who already have the disease. 
Some of the money will be spent for that purpose. But some of 
it most assuredly must be spent in research so that the children who 
do not have it and those who will come into being in the future, may 
be saved through some discovery of searching scientists. 


Those whose minds are so prejudiced with politics and who see 
no good in anything, ought really to know of what they speak. It 
is claimed that in Georgia there are crippled children unable to get 
into this hospital which has room for only 100 patients. 

That’s quite probable. There are 7,557 crippled children in 
Georgia, most of them crippled by infantile paralysis. And, in 
addition, there are hundreds of adults crippled by the disease. 

While hundreds of men and women give of their time and their 
effort there are those who can give only unfounded and unworthy 
criticism and, by inuendo, criticism.

BETTER STATE PARKS 

Not two years ago the Georgia parks system 
consisted only of areas far from the centers of 
population and of limited capacity for recrea- 
tion seekers. During the last year, seven units 
were added to the system through the con- 
tributions of lands by counties and citizens. 

An auspicious start toward an expansion 
program this year has been made in the ac- 
quisition of 700 acres comprising Black Rock 
mountain in Rabun county, presented by citi- 
zens of that section. Rabun has long been a 
recreational center for Georgians, yet public 
facilities have been limited and many citizens 
have been deprived of an opportunity for en- 
joyment of the beauty of the section because of 
this lack. Not only will all Georgia benefit from 
this generous gift, but the citizens of Rabun 
county will find their contribution returned a 
thousandfold through a new interest in the 
section. 

It is to be hoped other sections will follow 
the example set by the north Georgians, adding 
to the areas now set aside for the use of pleas- 
ure-seeking citizens.

Editorial of the Day 


CRACKING DOWN ON JAPAN. 
(From the Dallas Morning News.) 

Senator Pittman’s proposal that our government 
ostracize Japan raises again the question of 
whether or not we can enforce our will on that 
or any other aggressor nation without resort to 
arms or to a policy that would badly disrupt 
our own economic balance. Obviously, Japan’s 
involvement in China would allow us to go far 
in trying to bring her to terms without inducing 
her to make war on us. But the question is: would 
even a diplomatic break and an economic boy- 
cott force her to reopen the trade door of China, 
which she has slammed? 

There is a danger, too, that the proposed boy- 
cott might hurt us more than it would hurt Japan. 
To really pinch Japan, we would have to impose 
not merely an embargo on shipments of scrap 
iron, which she uses for munitions, but a com- 
plete cessation of trade in both directions. This 
would mean that American women would have 
to go without silk stockings and that we would 
lose one of our more profitable markets for cot- 
ton and petroleum. 

If a trade boycott were made concertedly by 
all the larger powers. Japan assuredly would be 
brought to her knees within a few weeks. But, 
as we would have no co-operation in such a move, 
this country might lose more than Japan by our 
refusal to trade with her. Possibly the reopening 
of China would be worth a large sacrifice, but it 
would be difficult to convince some Texas cotton 
and oil men of this. 

Hitler has won his European conquests with- 
out military battles, but he has done this by mak- 
ing a show of might and being ready to fight if 
the other side failed to back down. If we want 
to impose moral or economic punishments on 
Japan, we probably can make them effective only 
by being ready to fight in case Japan refuses to 
change her policy. This question should be de- 
cided before we talk seriously of embargo or a 
diplomatic break.

Three times in America’s history our people have indulged in 
the luxury of moral indignation, and each time the result has been 
war and the death of thousands of young men who had no share in 
bringing it about. 

When simple and straightforward people see anything that out- 
rages their sense of right and justice, their natural reaction is an 
oral expression of their indignation. That is public opinion in a 
free land making itself effective, and there is nothing in civilization 
more beneficial. 


But when a high public official expresses the same indignation, 
his position gives to his words a peculiar and grave significance. 
When he became a public servant, he lost the right and the ability 
to speak as a private citizen. Whatever his intentions may be, any 
opinion he expresses seems a declaration of national policy, and the 
entire nation is held responsible and accountable. 


The effect of words is not determined by the purpose of the 
speaker but only by the understanding of the hearer. 

Since all the people may be held accountable for what an offi- 
cial says, they have the right to ask for what purpose he says it. 


The fundamental difference between a sane man and a simple- 
ton is that the sane man has a reason for what he does and real- 
izes what the consequences will be. 

Why, then, do our public officials publicly indict and condemn 
the government of another nation? They cannot be so irresponsi- 
ble as to speak, as private individuals do, merely to relieve their 
feelings. They must know that such words are inflammatory and 
will not only encourage an antagonistic spirit at home but inevita- 
bly kindle wrath and a vengeful spirit in the nation criticized. 

These, as all experience has shown, are the materials of which 
was is made. 

However wrong the behavior of other nations, and however in- 
dignant our people may be, it is quite clear that few if any of us 
desire war. For the present, at least, the great majority earnestly 
desire peace. 

The two sure ways to preserve peace are to be strong and to 
attend to one’s own business. 

Private citizens in a free land must remain free to express their 
opinions. Public officials, whose criticisms invite retaliation by 
governments, have no right to make warlike talks until the people 


they represent are ready to make war.

THE WORLD TODAY. 


Many people heard Dr. Earle V. 
Pierce preach last Sunday after- 
noon at Druid Hills Baptist church 
on “Christian Men and the World 
Today’—many heard him in the 
congregation and many others 
over the radio, and because the 
service went beyond the hour’s 
broadcast, the radio audience 
missed a portion of the sermon. 
That explains, I am sure, why I 
have been besought by letters and 
telephone calls to publish the 
three main points emphasized in 
the the sermon. 

Keep in mind the thesis laid 
down by Dr. Pierce at the outset, 
namely, the world today is not es- 
‘sentially different from the world 
of yesterday, save in the fact that 
we live in what undoubtedly ap- 
pears the most acute hour in the 
world’s history—the tension of to- 
day exceeds that ever felt, per- 
haps, before. It is sin which has 
brought every problem to the 
world in every age——-man’s delib- 
erate decision to do as he pleases 
rather than as God pleases—and it 


appears, Dr. Pierce suggested, that 
sin is about to work its terrible 
havoc of death. 


Now for the three points of the | 


sermon, and every sermon must 
have three points, someone will 
smilingly remark. First, it is a 
sinful world. Sin it rebellion, re- 
bellion to the will of God. Dr. 
Pierce likened sin to cancer, re- 
minding his hearers that cancer is 
the result of certain cells in the 
human body breaking away from 
their appointed course, determin- 
ing to do as they please—destroy- 
ing other cells, breaking down 
blood vessels, wrecking the whole 
body. That is what sin is doing 
to the world—our Father’s world. 

Second, it is a slipping world. 
Here Dr. Pierce cited the evidence 
of Dr. Alexis Carrel, Dr. Adolf 
Keller and Dr. Henry C. Link—a 
scientist, theologian and psycholo- 
gist—that we have made more 
things than we have moral power 
to manage—that the world is 
afraid of itself—that rapidly we 
are slipping from our anchors, 
nearer and nearer the precipice of 
destruction. 

Third, it is a seeking world. 
And here Dr. Pierce found hope 


| 


for the whole situation. As long 
as men are hungry for something 
better, they can be saved. And he 
brought forward the gospel of the 
Lord Jesus Christ as the one ade- 
quate and available solvent of a 
world torn and bleeding and dying 
because of the havoc of sin. It was 
one of the greatest sermons I have 
heard—comprehensive in its di-
